I Francis Jackson, the president of the day, then 
requested Oliver Johnson, the chairman of the esc 
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been detained somewhat beyond the appointed 
hour, by the non-arrival of the’delegations from Sa¬ 
lem anil Lynn. These, however, did arrive, of| 
course, and the train proceeded to Dedham, which 
it reached about a quarter before 10 o'clock. The 
company then proceeded to the town house, where 
the procession was formed in excellent order, under 
the auspices of Dr. Henry L. Bowditch, the chief 
marshal of the occasion. The music, contributed by 
twelve young gentlemen of Dedham, of the ages 
of from eleven to fourteen, apparently, was of the' 
most exhilaralingeharacter, the juvenile performers 
evidently putting their whole hearts into the busi¬ 
ness before them. The march of,the procession 
through the quiet and pleasant streets of the vil¬ 
lage, was delightful; and the enthusiasm of those 
who composed it had reached theliighest pitch by 
the time they arrived at the grove, so that when 
the chief marshal proposed three cheers for William 
Lloyd Garrison, after the company were Seated, 
they generously gave three times three, and would 
doubtless have'given twice asmany more,,with the 
greatest cheerfulness, if any gentleman would have 
taken the responsibility of inviting them to do so. 

The arrangements were of the most convenient 
character; the platform for the speakers being,placed 
in front of a beautiful natural amphitheatre, in the 
densest part of the grove, and seats rising one above 
another having been provided, capable of nccommo- 
, dating all present, who were in number from three 
to four hundred. 

The banners which had been carried in the pro¬ 
cession were then tastefully disposed at the rear of 
the platform, and among the adjacent trees. Their 
hearings and inscriptions were as follows :

In compliance with this request, Mr. Johnson 
forward upon the platform, and said, that he had 
only one word to say in order to prevent misappre-| 
tension.

the occasion of this meeting, were, it was true, 
committed as abolitionists, in the fullest and strong¬ 
est sense of the,word ; but still they had desired to 
avoid everything of a party character in this cele¬ 
bration. They had aimed to build a broad platform, 
on which all who were in favor ofliberty, and against 
slavery, might stand, without danger of being in¬ 
volved in, responsibility for anything which they did 
not approve. The committee had invited several 
gentlemen, whom they knew, to address the meet¬ 
ing, merely to insure speaking, and not at all with 
the design of requiring them to speak all the time. 
The platform this day was free to all ; and the com¬ 
mittee hoped that all who wished would come for¬ 
ward on their own responsibility, and speak as God 
should give them utterance. 

The Rev. John Pierpont was then introduced by 
the president, and greeted with applause by the 
sernbly. 

Mr. Pierpont said he, thanked the meeting for 
their applause, and was'glad they had bestowed it 
in advance, for so he was sure he had got it. It 
seemed a pity, indeed, to interrupt such singing as 
they had enjoyed, with anybody’s talking. The last 
hymn had expressed everything which any one could" 
wish to have said on such an occasion. A better 
t could not be made—certainly not sung.

This took place on the first of August, five years be¬ 
fore; and was not this an event to thank God for ! 
Eight hurfdred thousand human beings made free 
jbv the power of the feeling of right!—by the power 
of the glorious gospel of the blessed God;! And yet 
they were told that those who were appointed to 
preach that gospel, must not say anything of slave¬ 
ry ! The event which they had met to commemo¬ 
rate, was the result of the labors -of Granville Sharpe, 
of Wilberforce, and of Clarkson—men little thought 
of in their day, because they; vvere the advocates of 
a then unpopular and despised scheme. But yet, 
their names had now become illustrious, and their 
efforts had illustrated the age in which they lived, 
and the nation to which they belonged. 

Mr. Pierpont then entered, at length, into the sub¬

I British islands, from the emancipation of the Afri , 
and read from the most authentic sources, the 

_gratifying statements of the blessings which ] 

have ensued from that great event. 

When he had concluded, the president introduced 
the Rev. Caleb Stetson, who was received with a 
burst of that peculiarly hearty and good-natured 
applause which always greets his appearance be¬ 
fore any auditory. j 

Mr. Stetson spoke in substance as follows: Mr. 
President, Gentlemen and Ladies—I aught not to 
apologize for appearing before you, for I have been 
requested to do so; but I ought to apologize for not 
having availed myself of the notiee which was 
given me beforehand, to prepare the address which 
I am to deliver; for having trusted that I should 
be able to pick up ray case when it should come on 
for trial. But the cause which has brought us here, 
ought certainly to be sufficient to inspire a man 
who is seldom inspired. Much as we are interest¬ 
ed in the success of the grand experiment of human 
freedom, which we have met to-day to rejoice i- 
it is highly gratifying to have had shown to us tl 
authentic documentary evidence which has ju 
been adduced, to prove that freedom is working bet¬ 
ter than slavery, where both have been tried. T " 
addition to this, I will give you some testimony 
' e same point, which I have had the good fortune 
obtain from a gentleman whom I met a short 
lime ago, Dr. Spalding, of Jamaica, who was in 
Boston on his return from England to his residence 
in Jamaica. He had been to England to procure 
some relief for the planters, in addi tion to the twen¬ 
ty millions already given to them by the British go¬ 
vernment. I asked him what the difficulty was 
which they wished to be relieved from. He said it 
was simply this: that they could not get laborers to 
get in their crops, and he had been endeavoring to 
procure the adoption of Some measures for the re¬ 
lief of the landholders. This gentleman was high¬ 
ly intelligent, and perfectly qualified by a long resi¬ 
dence in the island, and by his deep interest in every¬ 
thing which concerned its prosperity; for he held 
an immense amount of property there, from which 
it was said that he derived a yearly income of one 
hundred thousand dollars—perfectly qualified to 
judge of the operation of the new system- He ap¬ 
peared to be also a high-minded and noble spirited 
man; a truly noble man ; and nature had made him 
of physical proportions, too, calculated to give a fit¬ 
ting grace to the intellectual and moral attributes I 
have mentioned. I said to this gentleman, when I 
first saw him, “Well, I suppose your emancipated

their chief good. Suppose the whole black and 
white population of Jamaica had been swept from 
the face of the earth by means of this emancipa¬ 
tion.

suffering. In the words of Channing, “ Suppose 
there should be less of cbtton and sugar in conse¬ 
quence of emancipation—what, then ? Sugar and 
cotton are not the chief end of man.” Let man be 
free—free from all causes of evil out of himself— 
that he may be able to free himself from those nu¬ 
merous causes of evil that spring up in his own 

This emancipation in the West Indies is, I firmly ,

I must’ renounce mv belief in my religion. I can¬ 
not stand in a temple-like this, without believing in 
a living and everpresent God—without believing

[ do believe that slavery is worse than a thousand 
deaths, if a man could die so many. Yet I would 
rather be the crushed and whip-galled slave, than 
be the man who says he owns him. I pity the 
slaveholder more than the slave. The slaveholder, 
also, is our brother. Shall we say that because he 
is guilty of a great sin, therefore he is not our bro¬ 
ther ? 'By no means. We beg of him to let go the 
chain for his own soul’s sake, for the peace of his 
own soul, and of the souls of his family. We beg 
of him to renounce all the present temporal advan¬ 
tages that may result from holding human beings in 
bondage ; from living a lie, and calling property 
what cannot in the nature of things and men be pro¬ 
perty. If the laws of the State in which he resides 
will not allow him to liberate his slaves, he may 
run away. .He may say to his slaves, “You may 
labor for me, and I will pay you for your labor; or 
you may go away, and I will never seek you.” It 
is vain to say, where a wrong relation exists, that it 
cannot be set right. As I said before, love is om¬ 
nipotent. Let no expression but of love be uttered 

when we speak of the slaveholder; and let -. 

pressions not only he those of love, but see 
Let us avoid everything which seems to emanate 
from an angry spirit, and speak only what seems to 
come, as well as actually does come, from the spirit 
of Christian love. We should wish to speak of | 
those who crucified Jesus, with as deep a sympathy, 
and with more of compassion, than to those who 
were crucified for their sins by his side. I know 
many warm and true hearts which are really ardent 
in your cause; many whose prayers ascend daily 
and nfohtly for the emancipation of the slave ; many 
whose hearts are breaking for the wrong and op¬ 
pression which surround them, who yet are repejled 
from you by a certain denunciatory spirit, which 
seems to dictate your expressions when you speak 
of certain classes of subjects—who entreat you, say- 
in,^ “ Do not repel us any longer.” I do not wish 
._ screen t he body to which I belong. In our whole 
association, I do not know a man whose heart is 
not right on this subject; and yet there is not one 
among them who is a member of your society.— 
Only let them speak, and you will find not the so¬ 
cieties, but the ministers, eager to come forward to 
your aid, not'yielding in'ardor to the most ardent 
of you, and in a year"you will have the whole body 
among you. I should rejoice to see a liberty so 
boundless, that every man in the community might 
do and-say just as he pleased. I do not blame those 
who cannot come to our point of view. I only ask 
them to give us the same liberty.

It was not the Scythians rushing down from the 
Alps, but domestic oppression, which swept away 
the' stability of her government. 

The Romans,, themselves, by their tyrannv, kin¬ 
dled the conflagration before the hand of an invader 
had harmed them. Thus, when the law of justice 
and mercy were, violated, the glory of art and the 
tplehdor of genius could not save the republic from 
mpending destruction. 

Thus, in the distant past, has God spoken to his I 
creatures—and in this latter age we may say, there 
have been two great events made prominent before 
the nations. The first was the French revolution, 
with its fearful convulsions. Was it not misrule! 
and licentiousness, which brought on “the Reign of 
Terror?” Vice had its sway, and infidelity increased, 
until the concentrated evils burst forth in that terri¬ 
ble explosion which shook to its base the fabric of I 
society, and swept like a tornado over the land.— ■ 
Blasphemy polluted the air, and blood drenched the 
earth, and this as the consequence of God’s violated 
laws. The bow too tightly bent, broke, and recoiled, 
and the hand that held it* was smitten. The Al- 
rttighty will not suffer sin to rute forever, and that 
which is strengthened by wrong must finally sink i 
disgrace. Thus this renowned revolution has been 
problem for the wise, and a sublime revelation of) 
the workings of mighty principles. 

One other event is prominent before us. It is that] 
which we this day celebrate. 

The emancipation of the slaves in the West In¬ 
dies, was also a great demonstration, of great truths, | 
and a problem for the wise to consider, 

The consequences of emancipa tion many thought 
would be terrible, but. they have now proved that, 
righteousness exulteth a nation. Eight hundred 
thousand men have been set free, and no evil has fol¬ 
lowed. Here is the glorious spectacle forpbilan-| 
thropy to gaze upon. Here is a fact for the contem¬ 
plation of the doubtful. Freedom, when given to a 
slave, does not necessarily make him Worse, but may 
make him better. The chains have fallen from eight 
hundred thousand men, and they stand there, not to 
irse, but to,bless. 

LoqU now upon the African nature; look at the] 
liberated bondman ! Is there not something impo¬ 
sing here? Something to kindle hope and joy in 
the soul? 

The West India islands are lifted up before us, as 
platform upon which much is transacted., How 
did these men receive their freedom?:—upon their-j 
bended knees, with grateful adoration to heaven. 

When the clock of the cathedral struck, peal upon 
peal,/there was a breathless pause, and then thou- : 
sam(s waved their unlettered hands, and shouts of 
delight burst- upon the air. The planter greeted the 
emancipated slave as a man, and they exchanged to¬ 
gether, in kindness, the most hearty good wishes. 

As in the French revolution we have the triumph 
wrong, so in this scene of emancipation we have 
the triumph of right. What a contrast is the result !

LETTER TO LORD ABERDEEN. 

On Wednesday, the 12th of July, the following 
memorial and resolution, in reference to. the present 
state of the republic of Texas, were presented to the 
Earl of Aberdeen by a deputation of the committee 
of the British and Foreign Anti-Slavery Society, 
composed of Messrs. George Stacey, John Beaumont, 
Robert Forster, Josiah Conder, John Scoble, and the 
Rev. J. H. Hinton, aceoniDanied by Lewis Tappan, 
Esq. ofNew-York. 

The deputation were most courteously received 
by the noble lord, and not only assured of the lively 
interest he took in thesubjeet, but of the intention of 
her majesty’s government to use their influence, so 
far as it could honorably and legitimately be done, in 
promoting the great object proposed in the docu¬ 
ments presented. 

If the authorities and people of Texas be wise, 
an opportunity is now afforded them of redeeming 
the character of their country from the opprobrium 
under which if rests, and will continue to rest so 
long as slavery curses its soil; and of laying the 
foundation of its future peace and prosperity broad 
and deep. 

To the Right Honorable the Earl of Aberdeen, #6. $c. 

My Lord,—The position which the government 
I of this country has happily taken in relation to the 
great question of human freedom is such as to war- 
■ant the expectation of the people of Great Britain, 
tnd of the civilized world, that whenever and wher- 
iver its influence can be legitimately exerted to ad¬ 
vance it, that influence will be promptly and efficient¬ 
ly put forth. It is on this ground, thl committee of 
the British and Foreign Anti-Slavery Society solicit 
your lordship’s serious attention to the remarkable 
state of things at this time existing in the republic 
of Texas, which they are firmly convinced present 
an opportunity, such as never occurred before, for 
the extinction of slavery, and which, if properly and 
promptly seized by the government of fhis country, 
"".nrtot fail to lead to the happiest results. 

Whatever opinions may be entertained with re- 
= trd to the severance of Texas from Mexico, and 
the relations established between these republics and 
this and other nations, it must be conceded that its 
situation, natural resources, and institutions, render 
t a country of great importance to the whole of the 
human family. If it continue to be a slave State, 
the hopes cherishe'd with regard to the speedy ex- 
metion of slavery, would be greatly depressed; 
should it, on the contrary, become a free as well as 

independent state, those hopes would be realized

..... lately, receive half their salaires from cotton. 
Its web extends over and binds nearly our whole so¬ 
ciety ; but it must soon be broken, or if not broken 
' will he burnt. 

Within a year from this time you will probably 
hear what you do not expect. In the denomination 
to which I belong, a deep feeling is at work, and 
effect will not much longer be hidden. For scv< 
teen years 1 have felt it a moral duty to speak, 
the necessity has arisen for it, and if objection has 
arisen, to speak all the more, as the necessity has 
been more evident. My aim has been to speak in 
love. But at times, When speaking extempore, I 
have become excited, the thought has filled my soul, 
and flowed out like lava from Mount Etna, (to com- 
pare a small thing with a great one,) and I have lost 
the«sympathy of my hearers, because I was excited ^ 
and seemed angry. If we read the words of Christ 


First, because it commemorated the triumph of 
great principles. Justice and mercy had achieved a 
w victory, and established themselves more firmIv 
the world. The cause of God and humanity had 
made progress, and freedom had extended her reign. 
Should not every new conquest of the right he uni¬ 
versally welcomed ? . 

Secondly, this day was interesting, because it dis¬ 
played to many, a new revelation of human nature.. It 
had been supposed by thousands, that the race which 
to be freed, would break forth into fearful out- 
. that with feelings of Tevenge for the past, 
they would strew the country with carnage. Insur¬ 
rections and bloodshed, and wide-spread ruin were 
predicted. The day was looked forward to with sen¬ 
sations of horror. But when the hour arrived, all 
remained peaceful. Years have elapsed, and the 
people, which had been previously so injured, have 
shown themselves gentle and humane. No deed ol | 
blood has been recorded. No act of violence has 
been known. Docility and kindness everywhere pre¬ 
vail. Have we not in this a pleasing manifestation 
of human nature? Of the nature of a race Whom 
.me have considered only worthy of bondage. 

Again, it was predicted that emancipation would 
be followed by intemperance and sensuality. That 
of sound morals and good order would be 
_jd it would not have been strange if this pre¬ 
diction had proved true. And yet we are told on the 
highest authority, that such results have not follow¬ 
ed": nay, that the people who were in servitude have, 
since their freedom, been remarkably circumspect 
that there has been a general improvement in mo 
rals. That the marriage covenant is respected as t 
never was before; that the cause of education i: 
cherished; that religious privileges are valued — 
Have we not here atnencouraging aspect of the peo¬ 
ple of which such fearful evils were predicted ? 

Many believed that the liberated slave would be 
idle. That the absence of the lash would remove all 
motive for exertion. It was thought that the nature 
of the blacks was such that unless they were watch¬ 
ed and goaded, they would be indolent. It has now 
been shown that a slave,, when made free, is able 
and willing to work. That his mind is alive to high¬ 
er motives than those called out by force. The 
planter has found that he can cultivate his estates 
cheaper bv free labor, than by slave labor. jThat the 
free man will perform more work. II he.is kindly 
treated,'and properly and justly paid, he wtl do his 
duty with new energy. And, in addition tothelabor 
they perform for others, it is now seen that they 
voluntarily cultivate live land for themselves. Here 
then, we have a revelation of character, and we may 
rejoice in this day, because it commemorates an 
event which has given such grand results to the 
world. Who can but look with greater respect up¬ 
on the African and the colored man everywhere for 
the mildness and forbearance which they have dis¬ 
played ' 


lowed some remarks upon the condition of 
slaves among us. And an account was given of a 
visit to Mount Vernon, the spot which should be 
dear to every American. The gate leading to the es¬ 
tate was opened by a slave. He visited the spot 
where rested the ashes of Washington, and the per¬ 
son who pointed to the sepulchre was a slave. What 
American filled- with love for the soil upon which 
rest those sacred ashes, but must burn with shame at 
the foul disgrace connected with such a scene. 

Yet here were but two or three slaves out of the 
. vo or three millions which people our land. Are 
they all to be kept in bondage for-ev.er ? It cannot 
be.' The great principles of humanity are at work. 
A sense of justice is gaining ground. The cause of 
human freedom will finally succeed. 

There are unquestionably among the friends 
of the slave those who may be indiscreet. But 
where are the Christians who have no indiscre¬ 
tions? Where are. the statesmen who are free from 
fault ? Where are the men of science who do no 
often err? There have been words spoken by th 
friends of this cause, with which all the friends of 
freedom cannot sympathize; but. if it were not so, 
men had scarce been human. Still, holy men are at. 
work, and an indestructible ttuth is at the heart of 
this reform. It is the cause of humanity and of 
God. I believe that the Almighty is upon its side. 
Nothing can turn it back. Every day wider views 
are extending. Every hour new prayers are put 
forth to 'heaven. Every moment, a deeper and a 
life is gaining ground. Must we not speak 
word for the slave ? 


And a*ain; this day is interesting because it brings 
before us a lesson for ourselves. Here is an open 
page in the history of God’s providence; and it has 


that thc present. embarrassefrs®e‘’dt''Y6Sf^%15fi*S^ ; 
from its difficulties wilh Mexico, its financial per¬ 
plexities, the depressed prices of its produce, &c. 
have forced upon its inhabitants the discussion of 
the question, whether the alarming stateof things 
under which they labor may not be remedied, and 
the prosperity of the country permanently, secured, 
by the voluntary abandonment of the system of sla- 
very, and the adoption of a constitution insuring free¬ 
dom to all. The enterprising and intelligent por¬ 
tion of the Texan community appears to be aware, 
that unless, some change is effected, immigration, 
which has already subsided, may entirely cease; 
and that they will be utterly uoable to bring the 
vast resources of the country into profitable use. 
Their attention is consequently directed to the con¬ 
sideration of such measures as they apprehend may 
relieve their country from its- desperate condition. 
Annexation to the United States is one of--the mea¬ 
sures contemplated. This, it is said, will enhance 
the value of the laud, induce immigration of planters 
with slaves, and create a new market for slaves 
reared in the slave breeding portion of that country. 
Another measure proposed is the abolition of sla- 
vei v Tin's, it is urged, would invite the hardy yeo¬ 
manry of Europe a"od the free States of America,

to your lordship, that these are questions of the 
highest interest, not only to„the people of Texas, but 
to the friends of peace and freedom throughout the 
world. 

With respect, lo the annexation of iexas to the 
United States, the committee would deprecate that 
of t he greatest evils that could befall the hu¬ 
man race, inasmuch as it would serve .to insure the 
extension and perpetuation of slavery in both coun- 
'es. But they are not without hope that, this 
i trophe may he prevented, by the timely inter¬ 
position of the British Government, as there are indi¬ 
cations, not less striking than cheering, of a great 
movement in Texas, in favor of liberty, which, if 
now judiciously strengthened' and encouraged, will 
lead, they believe, to its triumphant establishment.

She has been enticed away from 
me, I am told, by a negro harlot, one of your coadjutors, 
residing on Eighth street. I never expect to see the 
child again, but I wish to show you what good you some¬ 
times do for the poor negro. 

The girl’s mother has been for a number of years my 
housekeeper, and I own the whole family, and never in¬ 
tend to part with them, unless to make them free for 
their faithful services. The mother is very much at¬ 
tached to the girl, and it was with great difficulty that 
I got her to consent to let her come with me. 

The girl, I know, will not live without her mother; 
and I have no doubt you will attempt to steal her and 
her other children also; that I am determined you shall 
not accomplish. 

I cannot go home and meet the mother without her 
child ; I therefore have instructed my attorney to send the 
family away from my house, and let no person know 
where they are; and if the girl is not found, to sell the 
family at a sacrifice, to any person who will take them 
to the interior; I have likewise advised that the husband 
who is a highly valuable servant, belonging to a mer¬ 
chant, be immediately removed, until his wife and chil¬ 
dren are sent away from him. So you see, ladies and 
gentlemen, what vour philanthropy sometimes leads to.

A TRIP TO POUGHKEEPSIE. 

Every traveler, who passes up, North 
moved to tell the rest of the world of the extraordinary 
beauty of its scenery ; forgetting that almost everybody 
has viewed it for himself. The mind must indeed be 
very nnpoetic, that does not cherish its memory like a 
bright and graceful dream. The high palisndesof rocks, 
half covered with verdant foliage, like ivy-covered ruins 
of old castles; the bold sweeping outline of the hills, which 
in some places walk forth into the midst of the waters; 
the abrupt turns of the river, now winding its way through 
some narrow inlet, and then suddenly expanding into a 
broad and noble bay ; the zig-zag paths among cliffs and 
crags; the cottages peeping out from among the trees— 
human nests, Which the imagination paints as brooded 
over by love and peace; all these form a su 
landscapes indescribably beautiful. The most tasteful, 
as well as the most interesting of these cottages, is the 
home of Washington Irving, behind which lies Sleepy 
Hollow, rendered so famous by his Rip Van Winkle. The J 
white sails, of boats shimmering in the distant sunshine 
add to the loveliness of the scenery ; and now and then 
steamboat goes rushing by, leavinga long track of snowy 
foam behind it. One smiles to observe how the noise and 
effort is always in proportion to their littleness. The 
Empire, a huge long boat, like the floating fragment of 
city, walks the waters most serenely, as if moved by her | 
own volition, unaided by machinery. The little t 
boats toil after her, with a mlghly fuss; the steam 
fizz! fizz! the wheel spitter! sputter!frothing the 
like baker’s yeast.

Poughkeepsie, which lies on the North river, half way 
between New-York and Albany, is a large, thriving look¬ 
ing place, very pleasantly situated. The view from Col¬ 
lege Hill is much spoken of by travelers, and strikingly 
reminds one of the famous view from Round Hill, at 
Northampton. It is less grand, because the amphithea¬ 
tre of hills seems like a group of mere hillocks, in com¬ 
parison with Mount Tom and Mount Hoylyolce.

FUGITIVE SLAVE CASE. 

A Mr. Van Zandt, an industrious and worthy citizen 
of Ohio, has been sued by a slaveholder of Keqtucky, 
and adjudged to pay twelve hundred dollars damages, 
der the following circumstances. He had been to market 
; Cincinnati, and in returning home, took into his wagon 
family of fugitive slaves, on their way from Kentucky 
to Canada, with the intention of giving them a cast. 
In this situation they were overtaken by the owner, and 
’all the slaves, save one, recovered. Mr. Van' Zandt, 
when asked if they were free, replied, “ They are tree, 
by nature.” Tjre slaveholder brought his action t 

value.of the slave who escaped, and damages 
for his trouble and expense in pursuing and recapturing 
the rest. By the law, the penalty attaches only to “ ob¬ 
structing or hindering” the owner, or “ harboring or se¬ 
creting” the slave. Judge McLean, who presided in 
the trial, gave a very remarkable construction to the act 
of Congress. He told the jury, according to the 
pons we have seen, that anything done with “ the 
tent and having a tendency to defeat the claims of the] 
master,” and prevent his recovering his slave, was 
in the penalty of the statute. The following are reported 
as Judge McLean’s words: 

“What shall constitute a harboring or concealing, 
within the Statute ? This offense is not committed, in 
my judgment, by treating ,the fugitive on the ordinary 
principles of humanity. You may converse with him, 
relieve his hunger and thirst, without violating the law-. 
In short, you may do any act, which does not show an 
intent to defeat the claims of the master. But any 
overt act, which shall be so marked in its character, 
as not only to show an intention to elude the vigilance 
of the master, but is calculated to attain such a 
harboring of the fugitive, in violation o 
statute. It is clearly within the mischief it wa 
signed to prevent.”

For more than thirty years he faithfully discharged the 
duties of his station, preaching the gospel free of charge, 
and planting churches in various sections of the country. 
In 1812 he threw off the fetters of church government, 
with which he and his colored brethren had been 
bound by the white Methodists, and established i 
pendent church in the city of Wilmington. Since that 
time, upwards of .twenty churches of the same order have 
been Formed, and we hope soon to see all onr colored 
brethren in the United States throw from their necks the 
yoke, and become members of our union. 

Brother Spencer’s funeral took place on the 30th ulti¬ 
mo, and was attended bf about twenty ministering breth- 
i, and a large concourse of friends from different sec- 
is of the country.
